George Ely wrote asking the privi- 
lege of erecting a gasoline tank in 
front of the General Garage, which 
he had recently taken over, south of 
the post office. 

David B. Ross, returned veteran, 

- asked the privilege of building a 
small addition at the rear of his store 
on Gaetz Avenue South. - 

- Aldermen Broughton and White 
moved that George Ely be permitted 
to install a gasoline filling station on 
the street in front of Lots 10 and 11, 
Block 20, work to be done .under the 
supervision of the city foreman and to 

- comply with the requirements of:-the 
Western General Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Association. Carried. 

The city was notified that Mrs. EH. 
L. Coram was receiving an allowance 
under the Mothers’ Allowance Act 
‘amounting to $20 per month. Fifty 
per cent. of this amount will be 
chargeable to the City of Red Deer. 

The Canadian Good Roads Associ- 
ation wrote asking the Council's co- 
operation in their efforts for better 
roads. Referred to the Board of 
Trade. 

In discussing the request of 3 
Ross, Ald. Broughton asked for infor- 
mation as to what the by-law called 
for. He had heard ‘criticism froin 
ratepayers regarding the W. EB. Lord 
Co. building.

The Council were favorable to 
granting Mr. Ross his request if he. 
could comply with the by-law. 

Ald. Turnbull thought the Commis- 
sioner might see Mr. Ross and ex- 
plain to him just what he could do to 
make a building: which would comply 
with the by-laws. 

Ald. Broughton and Turnbull mov- 
ed that Mr. D. Ross be granted per- 
mission to erect an outbuilding, ac- 
cording to dimensions given in his 
letter, at the rear of his present prem- 
ises on Gaetz Ave. to conform to the 
by-law, and at a distance from his 
present building to be determined by 
the building inspector. Carried. 

Mr. Roche addressed the Council, 
stating that as his cattle in his barn. 
near the bridge, south-east of the 
fair grounds, were in danger of being 
drowned by the-water in the creek, 
which was undermining the building, 
he had placed ‘his cattle in the Fair 
grounds for safety, and he promised 
to pay all damage done by them. He 
asked the Council to agree to his ac- 
tion.

Nearly all 
‘the roads should be gravelled, and we 
will try to find a supply of gravel 
close in so’ that some of this work 
may be done this year at a reasonable 
cost. We will report later on the 
‘condition of sidewalks. .

The Retail Merchants’ Association, 
at its meeting Wednesday night, had 
the pleasure of a visit from Mr. James 
Kellas, Medicine Hat, Provincial secre- 
tary, who found the Association here 
in good shape. Mr. Kellas reviewed 
matters of legislation and administra- 
tion affecting retail merchants. They 
were. pressing for a re-constitution of 
the membership of the Board of Com- 
merce which governs prices in the 
Dominion, so as to make it more re- 
presentative and better balanced, and 
advised the withholding of the month- 
ly reports for the present. The mer- 
chants objected also to the proposed 
tax of one per cent on sales, contend- 
ing that the burden would fall on the 
consumer to a greater extent than the 
tax. They suggested, instead, a graded 
income tax. 

A delegation from the Retail Clerks’ 
Association met the merchants and 
presented a request for a Wednesday 
half-holiday eleven months of the year. 
The matter was discussed at some 
length, opinion& being divided. 

By 8 to 7 votes it was decided to 
ask for 11 months. After due consid- 
eration this was thought too close a 
margin, and the clerks decided to ask 
for the usual half holiday for five 
months, beginning May 12 and ending 
October 13. This was granted by 
the merchants.

the best in its history by far, $60,- 
242.05 current taxes being collected. 

The ‘total tax levy for 1920 
amounts to $113,625.08, and the esti- 
mated discounts and rebates ° will 
amount to $8,000, leaving $105,625.08 
to Ve collected. The amount collected 
so far this year is consequently near- 
ly sixty per cent. of the total levy 
for the year, and the cash in the 
bank will pay allrunning expenses of 
the city, hospital and schools and all 
debentures coming due until August, 
and by August much more will be 
collected, so that it will not be neces- 
sary to borrow much from the bank 
this year, if any. 


FALL. ASSESSMENT 


The assessment is made in the fall 
for the succeeding year. The assess- 
ment notices are sent out about Oc- 
tober qnd the Court of- Revision is 
held and the roll finally adopted be- 
fore the end*of the year. Early in 
January the estimates for the year 
lare repared by the commissioners, 
‘subnfitted te the council for revision, 
and adopted before ‘the end of Janu- 
ary, the rate struck and tax notices 
,Sent out early in February and taxes 
‘commence coming in immediately. 
|Two periods of discount are allowed 
|this year, 10 per cent. on current 
taxes paid by March 31 and 5.* per 
cent. on those paid by July 31. 


Ke? FINANCIAL STATE GOOD 
Red Deer is not in financial diffi- 


to date. Each month the public school 
is given a cheque for the amount of 
their monthly requirements- and city 
accounts are paid promptly when due. 

-Implovements are not taxed, the 
taxes being levied on land only, and 
a business tax levied based on rental 
value of the premises. Red Deer © 
doks not yet require to levy a $10 
head tax, an income tax or a tax on 
tenants. 

COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 

Commission government hus been 
in force in Red Deer since 1907. The 
mayor;lected by the ratepayers an- 
nually, and the secretary-treasurer, - 
appdinted by the council, act as com- 
missioners and perform the exécutive 
and administrative duties, reporting 
to the councdl regularly twice a month. 
There are no committees of the Coun- 
cil, and as the councillors have no de- 
tail work to do or committee meet- 
ings to attend, the best citizens have ~ 
been willing to serve on the council, 
and with the advice and sane judg- 
ment of these men, Red Deer has es- 
caped most of the rfitfalls other muni- 
cipalities have fallen into.

dred and eighty strikes, which involv- 


ed three hundred and eighty thousand, 
men and caused three million, one 
hundred and ninety thousand days of 
idleness, +» More than forty-one mil- 
lion dollars were lost in wages to the 
workers, and more than four million 
dollars were lost in profits to the em- 
ployers. 

- And these are only the first costs 
of strikes. The loss to employers 
through-the year amounts to more 
than two -million tons of coal, two 
million pairs- of shoes and _thirty- 
seven million garments. 

In Canada in 1919 we made a new 
record for strikes and labor disputes. 
Including eight carried over from 
1918, there were 298 strikes and lock- 
outs, involving 138,988 empleyees and 
1,913 employers, and resulting in an 
ageregate loss of 3,942,189 working 
days. Of the strikes, 157 terminated 
in favor of the employers and 85 for 
the employees, 23 being ended by 
compromise settlements, and 30 were 
put in the “indefinite” column. 

The mere recital of the figures is 
the strongest plea for compromise of 
industrial disputes that could be made. 
The actual loss of several millions of 
working days can never be computed 
in money, or mental, or physical 
values to individuals or the nation. 
To employer and employee alike the 
record of 1919 should be allowed to 
stand alone as a warning of follies to 
be shunned in the future. A 
- “This is no time to rock -the boat,” 
says Samuel Gompers in a statement 
addressed to union men, who, he 
fears may_ play into the hands of re- 
actionaries filled with the desire to 
destroy the trades union movement. 
That advice is applicable to some 
employers. The grave and perplexing 
problems confronting them as execu- 
tives are pressing the worker as an 
individual. To him they are as im- 
portant as are the larger issues to 
the employer. Team-play is the solu- 
tion.

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THE MEDICAL StTUATION 


Chas. W. Service, B.A., M.D., Chengtu 


i This article is largely based on one 


written by Mr. Roger S. Greene, Resi- 
dent Director in China of the Rocke- 
fellor Foundation Ching Medical 
Board. 

From a professional point ‘of view 
the aims of a modern Christian hos- 
pital in China may be thus described: 
(1) To relieve suffering; (2) to afford 
a model,for the Chinese; (3) To be- 
come a means by which Chinese 
Christians may make their own con- 
tribution to the healing and sanita- 
tion of their own land; (4) As a 
centre for medical research; (5) As 
a teaching institution. 

What is the situation that the 
medical missionary—whether doctor, 
dentist, nurse or pharmacist—faces? 
Despite a high degree of racial im- 
munity, the ravages of disease are 
manifest. In addition to the extreme- 
ly high child mortality and the other- 
wise high death-rate from small pox, 
tuberculosis, etc., the situation is 
being increasingly aggravated by 
the sudden introduction of western 
machinery without adequate safe- 
guards, by railroads, by overcrowding 
in modern schools, workshops and 
factosies. More frequent, intercourse 
with foreign countries increases the 
risk of infection from without, while 
greater rapidity and convenience of 
internal communications cause. the 
more rapid spread of such outbreaks 
as that of Pneumonic Plague in Man-. 
churia, in 1910, 
60,000 people. 

What are the forces available 
deal with this situation? 
ernment has as yet no ative organi- 
zation to safeguard public health. 
A beginning has been made in medi- 
cal education, but none of the few 
government medical schools has a 
qualified staff or the necessary equip- 
ment, while their standard of admis- 
sion is so low that it is useless to ex- 
pect of them in the near future any 
very useful ouptut in the way of or- 
dinary practitioners, to say nothing 
of the leaders who are the country’s 
first need. 

Turning from the problem of pre- 


vention, how many doctors are there 
in China to care for her millions of 
sick and wounded? We may pass

over the practitioners of the old-style 
Chinese medicine, although they do 
possess “an” empirical knowledge of 
certain remedies for simple disorders. 
They are untrained, and ‘ unscien- 
tific. In the face of epidemics, 
plagues, surgical conditions and most 
nervous illnesses they are powerless. 

Of the properly qualified practition- 
ers of western medicine’ the most 
important group are the missionary 
doctors who number about 490: Then 
there is a handful of Chinese doctars 
trained abroad, There are. also, ahout 
400 who have studied in lower grade 
Japanese medical schools. 

Finally, we have the Chinese who 
have been trained in medical schools 
organized ip China. Including those 
conducted by missions, by the Chinese 
government, by German, ° French, 
British, United States and Japanese 
organizations, there are only about 
twenty such schools in the whole of 
China, and from them there have 
been turned out about 1000 graduates. 
Only a small minority of these are 
doing creditable work. Yet including 
all the above mentioned classes we 
have a maximum of 2000 doctors, or 
one for every 200,000. In Qntario 
there are 3000, and in Toronto 800 doc- 
tors. Allowing one for 2000 people 
China should have at least 200,000. 

of 
what would be a reasonable number 
if all had received a thorough train- 
ing. 

A study of thése facts forces us to 
the conclusion that no foreign agen- 
cies, however numerous richly en- 
dowed, can do more than touch the 
problem of the”immediate needs of 
China, or relieve more than an in- | 
finitesmal part of the suffering, and 
they can help to solve the problem of 
the future only in so far as they can 
inspire the Chinese to work out their 
own salvation. However efficient or 
devoted the medical missionary may 
be, limitations of time and physical ; 
endurance restrict the work that he 
can personally do within very narrow 
limits. 

There are, roughly, 250 mission hos- , 
pitals in China, and as there are less 
than 400 doctors actually on the fleld 
at any one time, this makes an aver- 
age of about one and a half foreign 
doctors in each hospital. Indeed, 
most of the stations have only one, 


-while not a few are at present without 


a doctor. 

With the vast extension ofthe field 
of medical knowledge, It is utterly 
impossible for the doctors to suffi- 
ciently be up to date to do justice to. 
themselves and to their patients if, 
they are obliged to covery the whole 
field of medicine, surgery and the vari- 
ous specialties, besides doing their 
own laboratory work. A more exact! 
medical science means a closer study 
of cases with the obvious result that 
the number of cases under ane physi- 
cian must be greatly reduced. 

There is actually less than one mis- 
sionary nurse for every two hospitals. 
A primary essential to secure a 
hygienic and a scientific hospital is 
a competent western nurse. Non- 
hygienic hospitals are a reproach to 
western science and to Christianity. 
Missionary dentists and pharmacists 
are almost negligible in number. |} 
There are probably less than 4 dozen 
of each in the whole of China. 

As regards buildings, many hos- 
pitals are only old Chinese houses, or 
cheap foreign style structures. Many 
are without suitable kitchens, efficient 
heating systems, satisfactory bedding 
and clothing, adequate ward  equip- 
ment, lavatories, laundries, bathrooms 
and laboratories. Sterilizing and op- 
erating rooms and their equipment are 
often very inadequate. Such con- 
ditions, in which much of the medical 
work has been done, are most dis- 
couraging. 

These conditions should be stimu- 
lus enough to hasten us to remedy 
these defects. But it is worth while} 
remembering that the number of 
Chinese who have some idea of what j 
hospital .treatment means is rapidly; 
increasing, and we must see to it 
that our institutions do not bring dis- 
credit upon the name they bear. Many 
of the unfortunate conditions men- | 
tioned are gradually being remedied, 
and more and more the doctors are! 
coming into their own. Many institu. | 
tions have been transformed during 
recent years, which reflects great 
credit on the doctors and nurses’ in 
charge, and on the missions 
and constituencies which have _ s0 
seporouely backed up the profession- 
aMstaff. But much still remains to 
be done,

THE HISTORY OF 
BATTLEFOR) — 


It is only of recent years, since the 
opening of the country by the rail- 
roads and the discovery of its won- 
derful possibilities, that Western 
Canada has found its way Into the 
histories of the world.. The stories 
of the early Séttlers who penctrated. 
an almost unknown land full of -hope 
but of uncértainty of the future, the 
Indian troubles, the proving of the 
fertility and productivity of Western 
soil, the transition of the prairie 
from its- primitive wildness to the 
huge productive grain areas supply- 
ing the granaries of the worltd—all 
these are almost too near our owTf~ 
epoch to yet be history. Yet there 
are certain localities which constj- 
tute landmarks {in the glowing story 
-| of Western progress, names already 

fragrant with historical aroma, 
blending the romance of early settle- 
ment with the bustle of modern in- 
dustry and agricultural progress. 

The Battleford district 1s one of 

hese. 

The city of Battleford, beautifully 
situated -where the Battle river and 
mighty Saskatchewan converse, was 
one of the earliest’ of Western set- 
tlemonts—a thriving little eommun- 
Ity in the era before the rallroads. It 
linked up Winnipeg with Calgary 
and MacLeod on the main trail which 
led through what are now the prairle 
provinces, Jn 1878 it was made the 
seat of the North West Territor'ces’ 
Govesnment and Parliament con, 
tinued to meet thare util the ‘pene- 
tration of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way further south and the conse- 
econt ettraction of settlers along its 
tracks caused it to relinquish this 
honor in favor of the more conven- 
jently situated town of Regina. Its 
Name occurs frequently in the tales 
of early western settlement and the 
Battleford district was the scene of 
many bloody encounters between 
pioneers and Indians. At the barri- 
cades of the town the Indian Chier 
Poundmaker surrendered to General 
Middleton on May 26th, 1885, virtual- 
ly closing the chapter of Canada's 
Indian wars. 

It is in this historic district, that 
one of the last blocks of land owned 
by the C.P.R. is just becoming avail- 
able for settlement. It is a beautiful 
park area of picturesque ehady 
groves, rolling upland and luxuriant 
meadows. The country is admirably 
suited to mixed farming and the live 
stock Industry, for [ts rolling slopas 
produce fine hay, and {ts clumps of 
trees, whilst offering no serious ob- 
stacles to grain growing, afford shade 
in the summer and shelter in. the 
winter. The soll ts a rich chocolate 
loam with a clay sobso!l ensuring a 
conservation of these ingredients 
which make for rapid and hardy’ 
frowth. Wheat Is grown /extenslvely 
and successfully as well as other 
cereal crops.

Before, even if theré wasn’t much 
money to keep things going, there was 
happiness and love and no. disturb- 
ances. But Mquor enters and with it 
hunger, sorrow, and woe for the 
mother. It breaks up a home and will 
in turn break up @ country. If you 
have ever visited the slums of some of 
the big cities in England, before the 
war, when liquor was as easy to obtain 
as water Is. Women, under the influ- 
ence of liquor are almest worse than 
men. Some people have the idea that 
liquor is one and.thé only treatment 
of the “Spanish grippe.” This has been 
contradicted by Dr. Mayo 4s not to be 
true in any way. Drugs may be neces- 
sary for some illnesses, but any doctor 
can procure some sort ‘of drug which 
would not be nearly so harmful as 
whiskey and would serve the purpose 
just as well. The abstainer has all 
these advantages over the “moderate 
drinker” that he will have nine chances 
out of ten to recover from an accident 
or disease where the moderate drinker 
only has one, and so on. Also that 
the abstainer is less likely to take a 
disease or epidemic -which is going 
around. Liquor encourages lying. 
cheating and impurity and degrades 
the manhood and the morale in all sorts 
of ways. The present rising genera- 
tion of to-day will be the future citi- 
zens of Canada: if their lives are con- 
Stantly coming in contact with the 
liquor flend, how do you expect them 
to live the right way and conduct the 
government to the welfare of the peo- 
ple if, in their youth their finer abilities 
were spoiled.

SIGNED OVER GRATUITY 

On the witness stand, Beavis told 
the court that he_-had gone to the 
Army and Navy Veterans, G.W.V.A. 
and the K. of C., upon his return to 


this city from overseas, and asked for 


a loan. He said he had not received 
anything from the Knights of Colum- 
bus, but that the Patriotic Fund gave 
him $200, and in return he gave them 
his gratuity as security. When the 
gratuity came through, the full 
amount was signed over to P. Turner 
Bone, of the Patriotic Fund. He also 
obtained $70 from the Army and 
Nayy Veterans, giving in return an- 
other note, which he promised to re- 
deem by signing over another portion 
of his gratuity. 

S. G. Petley, secretary of the G. W. 
V. A,, testified that Beavis had” re- 
ceived tWo loans of $50 and $25 each 
and that his gratuity eheque for $70 
arrived on Monday, which settled the.

of $5. Fred Harris, of the Army and 
Navy Veterans, in his evidence, said 
that the defendant had received $70 
from the association, but no settle- 
ment had yet been made, -

ty” was entered, and his solicitor de-
